VISITS  MR.  MACDONALD 

This  mortilng  Secretary  fitlmson 
hastily  called  the  American  delega- 
tion into  session  and  outlined  his 
plan.  This  afternoon,  with  Senator 

Reed,  he  visited  Prime  Minister 
MacDonald  and  woike<l  it  over  dur- 
uiK  an  hour  of  conver -aiicm  Then 
Senator  Reed  showed  it  to  Am- 
bassador Matsudalra  of  Japan.

THE  FRENCH  8TA.NI) 
The  French  stand  had  been  viewed 
as  the  greatest  obstacle  in  the  way 

of  making  the  Conference  one  of 
disarmament  and  fleet  reduction; 
but  from,  Paris  today  came  an  au- 
thoritative report  that  the  French 
are  prepared  to  adopt  a  more  con- 
ciliatory attitude  when  thsy  leaome 
negotiations. 

On  one  point  however,  the  French 
remain  ^adamant— the  qiMtlan  ot 
parity  with  Italy. 

The  American  formula  fOT  the 
submarine  problem  was  considered ! 
at  a  meeting  of  experts*  in  St  James 
Palace  this  morning.  It  is  divided 
into  the  headings  of  abolition, 
humanlsatlon  and  limitation.

Continued  from  Page 
think  the  Oovernment  of  British 
Columbia  .should  make  any  expendi- 
tures on  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
way into  the  Peace  River,  or  con- 
nect it  up  with  tidewater.

MORE  MONEY  FOE  ROADS 
He,  however,  did  not  think  that 
the  Oovernment  might  give  atten- 
tion to  the  building  of  roads  there. 
He  had,  last  year,  he  said,  advocated 
that  the  Oovernment  spend  $150.- 
000  for  each  of  the  next  five  years 
u{X)n  roads  there.  Before  that  there 
had  been  only  $27,000  sp«nt.  He 
was  glad  to  see  that  the  Minister 
of  Public  Works  had  ^ust  year  spent 
$92,000  towards  Siding  that  dlststot 
with  roads. 

The  projected  railways  appeared 
i0  him  to  take  care  of  the  situation 
very  well  as  far  aa  the  Pease  was 
concerned.  There  were  settlers 
crowding  Into  the  country,  and 
what  was  needed  were  roads  to  pro- 
ride  transportation  for  these  people. 

He  would  .still  advocat.e  a  policy 
of  spending  $150  000  on  road:,  in 
the  district 

In  view  of  the  situation  at  pres- 
ent. Mr  Walkem  was  of  the  oplnioi^ 
that  there  was  not  much  llkelih'XKi 
of  the  Oovernment  being  able  to 
find  the  money  this  year  for  the 
road  ftom  Prince  Oecrge  to  the  di- 
rection of  Moberly  Lake.  He  felt

—  In- 
dicating a  willingness  to  conelder 
requests  of  Vancouver  grain  and 
Elevator  Interests  for  better  Inspec- 
tion and  loading  arrangements  here, 
and  a  lack  of  sympathy  toward 
mixing  of  grain,  the  new  Grain 
Board  of  CatMda  held  its  first  mat- 
ing today  with  the  era  in  .section  of 
the  Vancouver  Merchants'  Ex- 
change.

•nd  O.  M.  Hamilton. 

A  discussion  on  the  Canada  Grain 
Act  and  the  proposed  new  act 
arose.  Mr.  Ramsay  taformed  those 
pre.sent  that  tho  board  could  not 
allow  any  official  to  exceed  the 
Canada  Grain  Aet.  The  board  was 
not  at  aU  intorasted  In  mUilng.  He 
thought  the  old  act  was  too  rigid 
In  some  of  its  clause.^,  but  the  new 
act,  as  now  drafted,  would  allow 
some  elasticity.  It  carried  all  the 
feature.s  of  tlie  present  act.  but  In 
deuiis  of  enforeemettt  allowed  more 
latitude. 

REDUCES  GRADES 

He  stated  the  nf  irt  priusiied 
a  marked  reduction  in  the  numbers 
of  grades,  and  he  and  his  colleagues 
displayed  no  particular  approval  of 
a  suggestion  that  grades.  ;n  loading 
vessels,  sliould  be  raised  by  intro- 
ducing higher  grade  grain  to  the 
cargo.
